POTATO RECIPES 

.Simple Directions for Preparing This 
Wholesome Vegetable in Many 
Ways. 


The following recipes for potatoes, 
prepared by the office of home eco¬ 
nomics for club work by the depart¬ 
ment, show a few of the many uses 
of the wholesome potato: 

Potato Soup. 

3 potatoes, of medium size. 

•1 cups skim milk. 

1 small onion. 

4 tablespoons butter. 

2 tablespoons Hour, 

1 Vs teaspoonfuls salt. 

V 4 teaspoon celery salt, or 

2 tablespoons celery, cut in small 
pieces. 

Va teaspoon chopped parsley. 

Little cayenne pepper or paprika. 

Boil tin' potatoes and when soft rub 
them through a sieve. Slice the onion 
and scald this and the celery with the 
milk. Take out the onion and add the 
milk slowly to the potatoes. Melt two 
tablespoons butter, into which mix 
the dry ingredients, and stir into the 
boiling soup. Boil one minute; strain, 
add the remainder of the butter, and 
sprinkle with the parsley when ready 
to serve. The parsley improves the 
looks and adds a little to the flavor, 
but may be omitted if this is more 
convenient. 

ltoiled Potatoes. 

Select potatoes of uniform size. 
Wash, pare, and drop at once into 
cold water to prevent them becoming 
discolored. Cook in boiling salted 
water until soft, but not until broken. 
For six medium-sized potatoes allow 
one tablespoon salt and boiling water 
enough to cover. When the potatoes 
are done, drain oft the water, place 
the uncovered kettle on the back of 
the stove, and let them steam until 
serving time. 

When potatoes are boiled with their 
jackets on, they should be washed and 
a narrow band of skin cut from the 
center. This tends to let the steam 


escape more rapidly and renders the 
potato more mealy and palatable. It 
also makes it easier to remove the 
skin. Potatoes boiled in this way are 
palatable for several hours if kept 
hot on the back of the stove. 

Buked Potatoes. 

Select smooth, medium-sized pota¬ 
toes. Wash, using a vegetable brush. 
Bake in a hot oven for about forty- 
live minutes, or until soft. Remove 
from the oven, break the skin slightly 
to let the steam escape, and serve at 
once. When potatoes are baked prop¬ 
erly they are commonly said to be 
especially wholesome. However, they 
are better cooked in boiling water 
than baked in a slow oven. 

Stuffed Potatoes. 

A nice way to vary baked potatoes 
is to cut a slice from the top of each 
and scrape out the inside. Mash, 
season with salt, pepper, chopped 
parsley (if liked), and butter, and 
heat in a little hot milk; add two 
| well-beaten whites of eggs. Refill the 
skins, sprinkle with grated cheese, 
and bake in a hot oven about six 
1 minutes. 

Masked Potatoes. 

Force five hot boiled potatoes 
through a potato* ricer or a colander 
(coarse strainer). Add two table¬ 
spoons of butter, one teaspoon salt, a 
little pepper, and one-third cup of hot 
milk; beat with a fork until creamy. 
Reheat, and serve in a hot vegetable 
dish. This quantity is sufficient for a 
family of four. 

Itieed Potatoes. 

Force hot boiled potatoes through a 
potato ricer or a coarse strainer into 
a hot dish in which they are to be 
served. Mashed and riced potatoes 
may be browned by placing the dish 
in the oven for a few minutes. 

Scalloped Potatoes. 

Wash and pare potatoes; let them 
soak for a half hour, and cut in one- 
fourth inch slices. Butter a baking 
dish, put in a layer of the sliced pota¬ 
toes, sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
dredge with flour, and dot over with 
one-half tablespoonful of butter. (A 
little grated cheese may be sprinkled 
over each layer if desired.) Repeat 


until the baking dish is nearly filled, 
then cover with hot milk. Bake 1% 
hours in a moderate oven, or place 
on the back of the stove and cook 
slowly. 

Saratoga Chips. 

Wash and pare the potatoes. Cut 
in thin slices (using vegetable slicer 
preferably) and drop at once into cold 
w*ater. Let soak two hours, changing 
water two or three times; drain, drop 
into boiling water, and boil one or two 
minutes. Dip out with skimmer and 
plunge into cold water again. Take 
from the water, dry between towels, 
and fry in deep fat until light brown. 
Drain on brown paper and sprinkle 
with salt. Plunging the potatoes into 
hot water to swell and boiling them 
for a minute or two causes the starch 
particles to swell and become set. 
They will, therefore, absorb very little 
fat, and are more crisp and palatable 
than when dropped at once into deep 
fat. 

Creamed Potatoes. 

There are several different ways in 
which creamed potatoes may be pre¬ 
pared. (1) Freshly boiled or cold 
boiled potatoes may be cut into small 
cubes and served heated in cream 
sauce. (2) Wash, pare, and cut pota¬ 
toes into small cubes. Put into frying 
pan with a few slices of onion cut up 
very fine, and parboil ten minutes. 
Pour off water. Add one tablespoon 
butter, seasoning of salt and pepper, 
and milk enough to cover. Cook for 
fifteen or twenty minutes, or until 
the potatoes are well done and the 
sauce thick and creamy. It is neces¬ 
sary to stir the potatoes frequently 
to prevent their sticking. The starch 
in the potatoes thickens the sauce. 

French Fried Potatoes. 

Wash, pare, and cut into eighths 
lengthwise. Soak in cold water one 
hour; drain, and dry between towels. 
Fry in deep fat, which must not be 
too hot. Drain on brown paper and 
sprinkle with salt. 

Shoestring Potatoes. 

Potatoes cut in long, narrow strips 
and prepared by the above recipe are 
called Julienne or shoestring pota¬ 
toes. 

Panned Potatoes. 

Cut cold boiled potatoes into 
quarter-inch slices; dredge lightly 
with flour and fry in pan with a little 
butter. When light brown, heap on 
side of pan; let stand a few minutes, 
then loosen with a knife and turn out 
on a platter in much the same way 
that an omelet is taken out. Sprinkle 
with salt and serve at once. 

Hashed Brown Potatoes. 

Cut cold boiled potatoes into small 
pieces (two cupfuls), season with 
salt and pepper, cook three minutes 
in one-third cup bacon drippings, 
stirring constantly. Let stand a few 
seconds to brown underneath; fold 
like an omelet, and serve on a hot 
platter. 

Pan Fried or Snuteed Potatoes. 

Slice cold boiled potatoes in 
quarter-inch pieces, season with salt 
and pepper, an dbrown on both sides 
in well-greased frying pan. 

Potato Salad. 

Cut cold boiled potatoes into half¬ 
inch cubes and season with salt and 
pepper, or a few drops of onion juice 
if desired. Heap in a mound in a 
salad dish, garnish around edge with 
a circle of lettuce and hard-boiled ! 
eggs, and pour over all a French 
dressing made as follows: 

V 2 teaspoon salt. 

Vs teaspoon cayenne. 

2 tablespoons vinegar. 

4 tablespoons olive oil. 

Little onion juice. 

Mix the ingredients in the order i 
named, and stir until well mixed. For 
variety add to two cupfuls of potato 
one-half cupful of cold beet dice 
(cooked) and two tablespoons 
chopped parsley or cheese; carrots I 
and a little chopped celery leaf may ! 
be used if preferred. 

Many cooked or canned left-over 
vegetables may be attractively used 
for salads. Dice of turnips and car¬ 
rots cut in fancy shapes are often 
used in potato salad. Left-over beans, 
peas, etc., may be used to fill tomato 
cups and served with a French or a 
mayonnaise dressing.—U. S. Agricul 
tural Dept. Weekly Letter. 


sified” condition of his body is dis¬ 
appearing.

Soipe time before the disease made 
its appearance he received a fall 
from a second-story building, striking 
on his back and shoulders. He ap¬ 
parently was not seriously injured at 
the time, but some time later his 
mother, in washing him, noticed that 
there was a hard place on the back 
of his neck. Soon this became very 
noticeable and began to spread. The 
boy’s body was literally petrifying.

[REFERENDUM LAW NOT 

FOR STREET WORK

The state court of appeals has ren¬ 
dered a decision supporting the con¬ 
tention that the referendum law did 
not apply to street work proceedings. 
The case is that of Chase vs. Kalber, 
arising from a controversy over street 
work in Rio Vista. 

Last spring the court rendered a 
decision to the effect that the refer¬ 
endum affected the work and invali¬ 
dated the proceedings. The result of 
the decision was to jeopardize the 
legality of contracts all over the 
state. A rehearing was granted and 
new arguments presented by several 
attorneys, with the result that the 
court reverses itself. The case has 
attracted a great deal of interest 
among attorneys throughout Cali¬ 
fornia.

Years! Years! What are years? 
Only 365 days! What are 365 days, 
or any combinations of 365 days, 
compared with the unutterable past, 
whose dust is being stirred by 
Europe’s war, says Walter H. Main 
in the Utica Globe. 

It was a mere pebble in a mill 
pond—that assassination of a petty 
ruler last summer—but the ripples it 
started have not yet begun to lap the 
shores of the sea of time along which 
shades of the past hover, nodding to 
one another that humanity is ever 
the same, always seeking, always 
avaricious, always as ready to kill as 
was Genghis Khan, who slew his 
5,000,000 or 6,000,000 and wept for 
more. 

Take that single city of Trebizond 
there on the Black Sea, of which we 
have heardly heard, of whose past we 
know nothing, and for whose trade 
Turkey and Russia are struggling. 
What is the commerce of New York 
for a single century compared with 
the commerce of Trebizond for count¬ 
less ages? 

We look with veneration on a 
building a century old; the Magna 
Charta we look upon with its 700 

years as of unspeakable antiquity; 
but here is a city whose past trails 
off into the dim realms of myth, to 
the tombs of Pharaohs, to antiquity 
that ends in fancy. 

It was 1492 when Columbus stum¬ 
bled on San Salvador and marked the 
beginning of our four centuries of 
continental history, four centuries 
that seem an interminable past to us, 
but which are as a dream which 

passeth in the night for Trebizond 
and its hinterland. In fact America 
would not have been disclosed for 

many years had it not been for the 

trade of Trebizond. For Trebizond 
has been the outlet to the western 
world of the wonderful treasures of 
the inscrutable east.

To Trebizond old Genoa turned 
when it wrested the sea power of the 
world from old Venice. Many nations 
traded witli Trebizond in its eventful 
past and every one in turn waxed fat 
and prosperous and fell, until the 
Turk came to control the Dardanelles 
in 1453, and now Russia seeks to own 
the Black Sea. 

It was because the Ottoman 
choked other traders that Columbus, 
the son of proud, rich Genoa, sought 
an all-water route to the east. 

When the first prow from Europe 
grated on the shore of the China sea 
and found the coral reefs of India, 
then began to dwindle that caravan 
trade which for ages beyond number 
had brought all the orient, all Cathay 
westward in the shortest way.

It still 
persists; long strings of camels from 
the orient still tread the streets of 
Trebizond, but there is a railroad that 
brings goods to Batum, in Russian 
territory, faster than camels can 
travel, and Batum has the trade. 

But Trebizond is still a metropolis, 
and the dust of Trebizond which is 
disturbed by the war strife carries 
with it the romance of the race and 
brings up a mirage to the fancy that 
includes the brave figures of a past as 
old as humanity. 

Better fifty years of Europe 
Than a cycle of Cathay. 


Nights; you remember Harun al 
Rashid, Genghis Khan and the rest 
of the half-real, half-mythical beings 
that peopled the fanciful days of your 
childhood v. r hen you lived within the 
pages of romance and the tales of 
wonder from the east captivated you. 

But the trail does not stop there 
with the heroes of the tales that 
came to barbarian Europe just be¬ 
fore modern life dawned, when the 
Marco Polos boldly penetrated past 
the gates to the east. The dust of the 
city of Trebizond, which lies thick, 
dates back beyond the Crusaders. The 
bridles of their horses jingled, the 
armor of the warriors of the cross 
rattled within this same city of Trebi¬ 
zond there on the Black Sea. 

Romance In Its Spicery. 

Try to read its story as a history 
j and you are hopelessly lost in a list 
of meaningless names. Absorb it as 
| a romance, as you absorb India in 
Kipling’s “Kim,” and the city of Tre¬ 
bizond is of entrancing interest. 

When mankind began to fare 
thither to barter no man knows. The 
beginnings of time find him there, 
j Jason and his argonauts there got 
I the myth of the golden fleece, and the 
golden fleece was so old in Greece 
that it faded out of history and dis¬ 
solved into the mythology of the 
gods. 

The earliest navigators, the Phoeni¬ 
cians, plied the Black Sea and did 
carrying trade for the caravans from 
the east. Then Britain was but a 
j wild place, inhabited by savages, 
where the low, black ships of the 
Phoenicians got tin from the mines 
i to trade at Trebizond for the jewels 
of India and China. Britain we con¬ 
sider old, with its ruins, about which 
j cling the story of the Roman soldiers, 
i But this was even before Rome en- 
| tered the world stage. It was when 
i Hiram of Tyre was bringing cedar for 
! Solomon to build his temple. It was 
when Joseph was the wheat king of 
Egypt and before then, even. It was

The route they followed was the 
slender thread of trail that for cen¬ 
turies bound together the east and 
west—the west vigorous in its crude 
barbarity, ornamenting itself with the 
jewels and silks of the east. 

Between the avarice of the west

put a barrier of mountain and desert 
which could be penetrated at only a

SANITARY INSPECTOR 

VISITS TAHOE RESORTS 


As a part of its campaign for im¬ 
proving the sanitation of summer re¬ 
sorts in California, the state board of 
health has recently sent its sanitary 
inspector, Edward T. Ross, to the 
Lake Tahoe region, where he made 
inspections of sixteen resorts around 
the lake as well as six resorts on the 
Placerville road in El Dorado county. 

Insanitary conditions were found in 


in most instances, resorts were in¬ 
structed to provide sanitary toilets 
and to dispose of sewage in septic 
tanks or leaching cesspools, situated 
at least 200 feet from lakes or 
streams. 

It was found also that a number of 
places were dumping garbage and 
rubbish in the brush near the camps. 
This procedure frequently resulted in 
a breeding place for flies and also 
became an eyesore. Rubbish and 
garbage will be requred to be buried 
or burned. 

Through the systematic inspections 
of Mr. Ross, the state board of health 
is bringing about the correction of 
insanitary conditions at summer re¬ 
sorts and thereby markedly lessening 
the conditions responsible for “vaca¬ 
tion typhoid.” By looking after the 
summer resorts, the board will lessen 
the typhoid fever death date in our 
cities as well as in our rural districts. 


A Gallon of Gasoline. 

A single gallon of gasoline will do 
wonders almost anywhere, but no¬ 
where has it been applied to better 
purpose than on the farm. Here are 
some of its stunts.

When you feel that dust of ages 
rising and smell the sandalwood and 
spicery of the east and the same 
pungent odor of the camels that you 
may have noticed in new America on 
circus day, you lose all sense of time;

with a mere two or three centuries 
behind it; you lose all tangible 
things; you become infected with 
the mysticism of the east.

William M. Roberts, for nine years 
cashier of the National Bank of San 
Mateo, was arrested in San Fran¬ 
cisco last Monday on a federal war¬ 
rant charging embezzlement. It is 
charged Roberts appropriated $12,000 
belonging to the bank. 

Officials of the bank said Roberts’ 
defalcations amount to approximately 
$20,000, but the bank is liable for but 
$12,500. He secured the money, it is 
alleged, by forging names of cus¬ 
tomers of the bank to notes and 
checks and using them only for his 
own purposes. Officials said forgery 
charges may follow. Bail was fixed 
at $10,000. 

Roberts is 65 years old and has a 
wife and three children. 

Roberts resigned from the National 
Bank of San Mateo last week. He 
was arrested in a club in San Fran¬ 
cisco and immediately taken before 
the United States commissioner. 

The embezzlements charged to him 
took place on June 22d and July 25th. 
On the former date $3000 was taken 
and $16,500 on the latter. 

The officials of the bank reiterate 
that the shortage due to Roberts’ 
peculations is entirely covered by a 
surety bond. One of the bank officials 
attributes Roberts’ trouble to invest¬ 
ments which were entirely too specu¬ 
lative for a man of Roberts’ financial 
resources to assume. It is said that 
Roberts had personally borrowed 
some money from individuals in San 
Mateo, but these negotiations had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the 
bank. 

An hour after his arrest Roberts 
was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Krull, who fixed the 
bail at $10,000. Roberts made no 
effort to obtain bail immediately and 
was incarcerated in the county jail. 
At the jail Roberts was exceedingly 
nervous. After being in his cell a 
while he became more composed and 
refused to talk. 

Roberts’ wife whs prostrated by 
the news of her husband’s arrest, his 
trouble not being known to her. 
Roberts has three children, Marjorie, 
19, Gordon, 18, and Leslie, 16. 

Roberts and his family were very 
well known in San Mateo, and were 
prominent in social affairs. 

On Wednesday, Roberts assigned to 
the bank six pieces of property lo¬ 
cated in this county. H. C. Ross, 
president of the bank, said that the 
action was merely a bank transac¬ 
tion, the property in question having 
stood but nominally in Roberts’ name. 

Roberts also filed two other deeds, 
one to John S. Van Winkle of Bur¬ 
lingame, and another to Mrs. Edith 
Palmer of London. 

Accompanied by his legal adviser, 


The maximum penalty for the of¬ 
fense that Roberts committed is ten 
years, and the minimum is five years. 

Several people with whom Roberts 
has had dealings are anxious for an 
accounting and it is said that Roberts 
is hopeful of making out a report 
within the next week. 

The National Bank of San Mateo 
on Thursday placed on record in Oak¬ 
land a deed given by Roberts and 
his wife to the bank September 20th, 
conveying their remaining interest in 
320 acres of land situated between 
Livermore and Altamont. A nominal 
consideration of $10 was given.

ELECTRICAL FIXTURES ’ 

INSTALLED IN CITY 

FREE LIBRARY 


The installation of all lighting fea¬ 
tures at the free public library in 
this city was completed by the Elec¬ 
tric Shop last Thursday. 

They are modern and up-to-date, 
the lamps being of an efficient type. 

The stairway entrance is lighted 
with two weather-proof electric 
standards, verde antique finish, with 
16x8 inch alabaster glass balls, each 
containing one 60-watt mazda lamp. 

The entrance vestibule is lighted 
with one electric hanger, verde an¬ 
tique finish, with a 12x16 inch stalac¬ 
tite globe, with one 60-watt mazda 
lamp. 

The delivery desk, stack room, 
juvenile reading room and reference 
room are lighted with same style 
fixtures, mostly glass, each fixture 
having two large glass reflectors. 
The bottom reflector is 11 inches in 
diameter and the top one 20 inches 
inches in diameter. The bottom re¬ 
flector is inverted, < the lamp inside 
giving the desired indirect lighting. 
No shadow is thrown on the ceiling 
or walls, owing to the fact that both 
reflectors are of a very high grade 
glass. Each fixture contains one 100- 
watt nitrogen lamp. 

The lecture room in the basement 
is lighted with six ceiling fixtures, 
white enamel finish and indirect bowl. 
Each fixture contains one 100-watt 
nitrogen lamp. 

The stage, receiving room, heater 
room and storage room are lighted 
with small ceiling receptacles, with 
60-watt mazda lamps. 

The whole system is an example of 
good lighting.
